R.P. McClary won the Kolty Chess Club Rating Tournament completed in Au¬ 
gust with a 7-2 score. Jim McNeese and Fred Schoene finished in tie for se¬ 
cond and third places, only one half-point behind the winner. The tournament, 
directed by George Koltanowski, was rated by both CFNC and the USCF. 


A six-round 30-30 tournament was held at the Kolty Chess Club during the 
past summer. In addition to the usual prizes for the first three places, an 
identical prize fund was distributed to the three winners under the new USCF 
Handicap System. This was the first time (as far as we know) that this system 
has been used in the Bay Area. The top three spots overall were taken by 
Marsh McLennan, George Teslawski and Larry Jew, in that order. Handicap win¬ 
ners were Otto Haiungs, Fred Cook and Bill Evans, respectively. James MoNeese 
directed the event, which attracted 27 entries.

(Phoenix), with San Diego's Robert Gardner placing second in that category.

Paul Vayssie and Marsh McLennan played to a 5-5 standoff in a USCF-rated 
match completed early in October. Needing only a half-point to win the match, 
Paul opened the tenth and final game with the White side of a Giuooo Piano, 
but was thrown off stride by McLennan's closed system of defense and quickly 
went astray. Marsh had taken what appeared to be a commanding lead in the 
fray by winning the first three games, but Vayssie came back strongly to sweep 
the next four, and then maintain his lead until the last game of the set. 

"Romantic ohess" was the order of the day in this contest, both players be¬ 
ing devotees of the attacking games developing out of the King's Pawn openings. 
McLennan opened four times with the Ruy Lopez, breaking even against Vayssie's 
Marshall Attacks. Paul defended once with the Center Counter Defense, winning 
that one. With the White pieces, Vayssie lost two Giuooo Pianos and a Danish 
Gambit, but won a Vienna Game and a King's Gambit.
